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Means of Monthly Journal 
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Council Cannot Increase Rate of IO 
Al»I Im For General Purposes Unless 
Assessed 
Valuation (Joes l"p. 


An increase of a half mill in the 
tax rate for special purposes was u n ­ 
anim ously voted by the town council 
at an adjourned m eeting a t the fire 
engine house Monday evening. 
The 
1923 m te of IO mills for general p u r­ 
poses was allowed to continue for a n ­ 
other year. 
The increase in the rate for .special 
purposes brings the tax to 3 mills. It 
was explained by m em bers of the fi­ 
nance com m ittee th at in order to have 
sufficient funds on hand to redeem 
borough bonds com ing due during the 
year, the increase was necessary. 
Ari increase in the general tax ra te 
at the present tim e is impossible, it 
was declared by councilmen, since th e 
floating debt of the borough on J a n ­ 
uary I, 1924 was w ithin $500 of the 
legal lim it. 
No increase is possible 
in the general tax rate unless the as- 
eeased valuation 
of the 
borough’s 
property is raised, it was added. 
Inability of council to increase the 
general tax rate precludes the possi­ 
bility of the building of a sew age d is­ 
posal plant during the coming year. 
It also m eans th a t council will have 
to “go easy” on street building and 
repairs, councilmen declared. 
In connection with the possibility 
of erecting a m odern sewage disposal 
plant this year, it was stated th a t 
even if the tax pay ers were so inclined, 
it w’ould be im possible for council to 
go ahead with the project, since the 
borough'* borrow ing capacity has a l­ 
m ost been reached. 
It 
was stated th a t the rate fo r 
special purposes m ight be increased 
m ore than a half mill, thereby b rin g ­ 
ing additional revenue into the b o r­ 
ough’s coffers, but no money from this 
fund can be used for general purposes, 
although m oney in the general tre a s ­ 
ury m av be used to bolster the special 
fund as the need arises. 
Pass Bridge Ordinance

coln, and cited the outstanding fe a ­ 
tures of his life and accom plishm ents.

School classes in singing 
patriotic 
songs for the occasion. 
Additional 
attention w as centered upon Lincoln 
by each o f the E nglish and H istory 
classes at High School th roughout the 
day, th** form er president being used 
as the them e in each lesson. 
The Rev. E arl J. Bowman addressee! 
the seventh and eighth grades a t the 
Meade School. 
He, too, based his 
talk on Lincoln, stressin g th e high 
ideals and ch aracter of the fam ous 
man.

songs. 
Each of the other classes of the 
public schools paid some 
special a t­ 
tention to th e significance of F eb ru ary

E m phasis

how ever, on the connection of Lincoln 
with G ettysburg ami u p o a the high 
ideals for which he fought during his 
life.

closed all day, little observance w as 
held by G ettysburg in general. 
When Lincoln Came Here 
C elebration of the birth of A braham 
Lincoln 115 years ago today recalls 
to m any in th is section the visit the 
“ M arty r P resid en t” paid to G ettys­ 
burg 
to consecrate

'C em etery on this soil. 
A nother historic spot in Civil W ar 
history in the im m ediate vicinity of 
Adam s county is Hanover Junction, 
owing to the 
Rebel invasion there 
prior to the B attle of G ettysburg, and 
residents of 
th a t 
place on M onday 
w ere talking of the stop m ade by Lin­ 
coln’s tra in on its way to G ettysburg. 
John G latfelter, a m ere boy a t the 
tim e the president passed 
through 
H anover Junction on his w ay to G et­ 
ty sb u rg to deliver his fam ous speech, 
has a picture o f the old coach he rode 
in. 
It resem bles a m odern box. In 
' those days th ere was no railroad from 
York to H anover, so Mr. Lincoln, the 
secretary of S tate, Mr. Sew ard, and 
oth er m em bers of his official p arty 
came through H anover Junction over 
the N orthern C entral railw ay from 
W ashington, D. C., and changed cars 
to board a c a r on the H anover Ju n c­ 
tion, H anover and G ettysburg 
ra il­ 
road. 
Lincoln got off and stood fo r 
about ten m inutes under the trees in 
fro n t of the railroad station. 
He 
was m et bv C aptain E ichelberger, of 
Hanover, who was the superintendent 
of the road. 
E ichelberger related the 
story to the chief executive of 
how 
Lieutenant Colonel W hite’s C onfeder­ 
ate cavalry burned the railroad bridge 
a t H anover Junction, a fte r sa tu ra tin g 
it with coal oil. This w as in 1863. L in­ 
coln and the p arty then cam e on to 
G ettysburg where the dedicatioh of 
the N ational C em etery took place.

F igured on an average of 83 cents 
per bushel for w itch this crop was 
sold. the to ta l valuation of corn pro­ 
duced in A dam s county last y ear was 
JM,»o9,039.63. 
The highest production per acre last 
year w as found to he in Philadelphia 
county, w here the corn grow n aver­ 
aged 53.3 bushels per acre.

Timely Reminders From the Pennsyl* 
vania State College. 


Early Cabbage—Persons interested 
in very early cabbage will do well to 1 
plant in a small way the new variety 
called Golden Acre. 
!t is the earliest 
round headed cabbage 
known.

few seed.<men are offering it in their 
spring catalogues. 
Teat Your Seed Corn—It is about 
time to find out whether or not your 
seed corn is good. 
Make a germina­ 
tion test on each ear. 
Tests may be 
made in soil, sand, sawrdust or by th e » 
rag doll method. 
The temperature J 
should be kept near 70 degrees. 
Eg** F or Hatching—Some poultry- 
men have already started to save eggs I 
for the early hatches. 
During cold | 
weather, the eggs should be collected I 
every hour and then stored in a dry ] 
place. 
The temperature of the room 
should bo from 50 to 60 degrees. The 
eggs should be turned daily to pre­ 
vent the germ sticking to the shell. 
AH poorly shaped, small, and cracked 
eggs should be discarded. 
Feed 
The 
Breeding 
Ewes—With 
lambing time approaching, it is well j 
to give the breeding ewe a little ex­ 
tra care. 
Good legume hay, clover 
or alfalfa, and from three to four I 
pounds of silage per day makes good 
roughage. 
A grain mixture of three 
parts oats, two parts com and one 
part brant or one-half part oil meal is 
recommended.

Buckwheat and Maple Sugar Grow 
Together. 
State 
College, 
Pa.—Buckwheat 
cakes and maple sugar are closely re­ 
lated in production as well as con­ 
sumption. 
Among the nine leading 
buckwheat 
producing 
counties of 
Pennsylvania are found five of the 
nine leading maple syrup areas in the 
stete. 
The counties that lead in the pro­ 
duction of maple syrup are Somerset, 
Wayne, Bradford, Susquehanna, Tioga, 
Potter, Warren, Erie and Crawford. 
Pennsylvania ranks as the four state 
in the amount of syrup tapped from 
her maple trees and Somerset county 
produces about one-fourth 
of 
the 
state’s output. The industry amounts 
to about $750,000 annually and about 
5,000 farmers divided the mellon. 
Members of the forestry extension 
department at the Pennsylvania State 
College see great opportunities in the 
development of the maple syrup in­ 
dustry, especially in the nine counties 
named. 
The point out th at 
the 
gathering of the syrup comes at a 
slack time on the farm between Feb­ 
ruary 15 and April I. 
A number 
of meetings will be conducted by the 
forestry specialists in these counties 
in the near future at which the possi­ 
bilities in the industry and the best 
methods of production will be discuss­ 
ed.
